1. SYNODICAL ADDRESS. 


In Greeting, Christ Jesus, in whom free access is 
given us through faith unto the fulness of all God's 
grace. 


A. D. 1517 and A. D. 1917. Wherefore, after the lapse of but five 
fleeting years, and, please God, our beloved Church will celebrate the 
four hundredth anniversary of her birth. This beneficent miracle of 
grace divine may justly claim for its festive commemoration not that a few 
days but an entire year be set apart, and that the year of our Lord 1917 
be turned into a year of Jubilee everywhere, and for every child and 
heir of our Church. 

Now inasmuch as a birthday celebration lacking birthday felicitations 
and substantial remembrances would be considered an affair sadly in- 
complete, it may reasonably be expected that her sons and daughters 
will rejoice their mother, the Church, with words and works of love 
in abounding measure. However, highly appropriate and profitable as 
it may be to grace and gladden the occasion with eulogies in speech and 
song, with gifts and greetings, and with endowments and memorials 
of one sort or another, in view of something better and more abiding, 
all such demonstrations should be esteemed as of secondary importance. 
Our Church’s greater needs are, first, and on the part of her member- 
ship, a more intelligent understanding, a more heartfelt appreciation 
and a more thorough application in life, of those great truths of God 
that gave her birth and supplied her sustenance; secondly, and on the 
part of her all too many synods, that among these, if not a united, at 
least a more amicable and friendly relation be brought about. These, 
as it seems to me, are blessings we should pray and labor for in prefer- 
ence to every other; for herein failing, the festival we look forward to 
will be of but small gain to us 


As she has held from the beginning, so up to this day, our beloved 
Church holds the old and new testament Scriptures to be the pure and 
inerrant Word of God; and as such they are to her the one and only 


source of all saving truth, as also the one and only rule of faith and 
life. - Accordingly, she believes and teaches that the natural man can 


of himself know and do nothing in things spiritual and divine, except 


oppose them; and hence, that in all matters involving the doctrine and 
practice of the Church, man’s reason and will are to be placed in abso- 
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lute subjection to the teachings of Holy Writ. Moreover does she 
believe and teach, that the sinner’s salvation, both in its purchase or 


preparation and in its offer and appropriation, is wholly and solely the 


work of God's love through Jesus Christ His incarnate Son: a work, 


therefore, of saving grace resolved on in eternity, comprehending the 
world without respect to person, and become real and effective in time, 

Placed upon this rock of her confession and firmly imbedded therein, 
the Church of the Reformation and of Luther’s faith stands forth “a 
pillar and ground of the truth,” partly in opposition to and partly 
exalted above every church that may be named; and in praise of it, 
she gives all the glory to God. Conservative in character because con- 
scious of the liberty wherewith Christ has made us free also in “things 
indifferent”, she wisely makes use of these both in her orders of ser- 
vice and in her forms of government, sanctifying them through the 
Word of God and with prayer. 


Thus divinely favored with a knowledge of scriptural truth and 
the standard of truth, our Church has thereby come into possession also 
of the principle of true unity—of that Godgiven oneness of mind and 
heart which makes her members akin in spirit, leads them to know and 
fellowship each other, and as workmen of the Lord to join hands in 
the building up of His kingdom; as also, when and wheresoever the 
safety and furtherance of the kingdom seem to demand it, to unite 


is permitted to have free course. 

In the Lutheran bodies of our land, with but few exceptions, a 
strong desire, if not for organic union, least wise for coming nearer 
together, is everywhere more or less manifesting itself; and it 
pleasure to observe that upon the whole it is on the basis of doc- 
trinal unity that an approach is sought after. In short, a growing ap- 
preciation of the Lutheran faith is apparent throughout the Church; and 
this gives health and strength to the movement toward Lutheran 2 
Thank God, that the great body known as the General Synod has 
last planted itself fairly and squarely upon the unaltered Augsburg — 
fession historically interpreted, and hence may henceforth with greater 
right lay claim to the Lutheran name. 


union among Latheran bodies are attended by human imperfections of 


one sort or another: some unreasonably opposing while others are as 
unreasonably clamoring for a more united Church. 

In the first place there is noticeable here and there, as it seems to 
me, a lack of proper discrimination between substance and form; or,

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a themselves as congregations into synods, and eventually into federations 
of synods. Such is the coveted fruit, wherever the law of spiritual truth

ES But as is the case in every other churchly movement, so here: the 
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and in other words, that the scriptural principle of church-fellowship is 
either not understood or thoughtlessly set aside. Thus unity and unan- 
imity in the sphere of faith are divinely enjoined; this however can 
not be said of corporate association and cooperation as witnessed in the 
larger bodies of the Church. Unity in the true doctrine is a duty; out- 
ward union, on the other hand, as exemplified by synods, councils, 
synodical conferences, and the like, is as such a matter of expedience, 
which however may become a duty; and it does become such in case 
the Church requires it the better to safeguard and advance her cause. 
Bearing in mind this distinction between duty absolute and duty con- 
ditioned, will enable us to pass a more equitable judgment upon the 
apparent lack of unity among us. Given an instance in which two con- 
gtegations affiliated with different synods exist side by side and in 
view of one another, or that several synods occupy the same territory: | 
in either case, before the existing state of affairs is decried and denounced 
as an unmistakeable evidence of unholy schism in the Church, it be- 
hooves us to ascertain the real nature of the division in question, and 
what is the relation of these bodies one to another. Proximity of po- 
sition does not necessarily imply opposition, or a difference in faith and 
practice. 

And here another remark, and one of the truth of which I am firmly 
convinced; to-wit, that despite all appearances to the contrary the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in our land and day may, to the praise of God, 
make her boast of excelling in purity of doctrine and unity of spirit 
all other denominations whatever be their name and pretensions, and 
however grand and glorious they may appear before the world as bodies 
corporate. But whilst we may congratulate ourselves on the fact, let 
us make sure that we heed the admonition implied therein. The present 
state of aloofness characterizing our Lutheran synods does certainly not 
comport with normal conditions, and is in many respects more of a 
hindrance than a help to the great cause we are enlisted in; so that, 
if not a union, at any rate a more friendly relation between these bodies 
is imperatively called for. That this be effected, plain duty bids us to 
pray and labor, and not to falter therein. 

In order to secure results truly advantageous to the Church, in the 
second place, unreasonable objections will have to be met and mistakes 
be avoided. Sad to say that the laudable endeavor to win for the Luth- 
eran faith a full currency and sway in our land has, in scme quarters, 
given way to a spirit insufferably schismatic. Namesakes and cousins 
in some remote degree though they are to us, people possessed by this 
spirit will, on meeting them, draw in their skirts in the passing, dreading 
that the mere touch might defile them. They may pray for us; certain 


we are that they will not pray with us. In our efforts toward harmony 


and union in our Church, shall we permit ourselves to be hampered and 

halted by prejudices so evidently fanatic? I say, not by any means. 
To be sure, consciences bound by the Word of God are to be re- 

spected at all times; but they are not to be deferred to in case the word 
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is erroneously appealed to. Thus there are found minds so supersensi- 
tive touching the subject of a synodical union, that the mere mention of it 
seems to strike them with an “holy horror”. To me it is plain that they 
misinterpret the principle of churchly unity and fellowship as this is set 
forth in the seventh Article of the Augustana; insisting that the word 
“gospel” as there used is meant to comprehend each and every teaching 
found in the Bible, and wholly regardless of the question whether a 
matter of faith is involved therein or not. This position in its logical 
sequence would have us to conclude that uniformity of interpretation of 
every Scripture passage is the one and only lawful basis of union. A 
radicalism more disastrous to the Church than this it would be hard to 
conceive. 

On the other hand, and opposed to these extremists, there are those 
who for the sake of churchly peace and co-operation are only too ready 
to yield on points of doctrine and practice. of vital import and impor- 
tance to the Church, and to allow everybody to think and do pretty much 
as in his judgment it may seem well and good. In other words, in things 
wherein the Lord would have men bound, they would have them to be 
free; and what sort of a union this woud result in, it is not hard to 
imagine. 

Now be it separatism or be it unionism, both isms are contrary to 


the Scriptures and to our Confessions. The former stirs up ‘animosity, 


alienates, and breeds unholy divisions; the latter begets as it betrays 
indifference to sound doctrine and practice, is altogether too tolerant of 
all sorts of doubts and misgivings, and ultimately leads to infidelity. 

Meanwhile it is our call and duty to put forth our utmost efforts 
toward bringing into full predominance in our churches everywhere the 
faith set forth in our Confessions and a polity and practice thereto 
conforming. This accomplishing and accomplished churchly unions and 
cooperation will result as a matter of course wherever these may be 
deemed serviceable to the furtherance of God's kingdom among us. 
Especially should prayers and intercessions attend and support this our 
work. Yes, and patience too; in order to the latter we do well to re- 
mind ourselves that the importance of great and grand organizations may 
be overestimated. As is the case with some congregations, likewise with 
synods; they lose in strength and efficiency as they grow in number and 
size. 


Mindful, Brethren, of the divine admonition to “walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith we are called, forebearing one another in love; and 
endeavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit,” I beg leave to submit :— 


a. That in the periodicals of synod facts be given and truths be e 


applied in terms that make for peace; 
b. That free intersynodical conferences be held wherever practicable. 
c. And this before and above all: that Synod direct its several 
districts to appoint committees whose duty it shall be to treat with like 
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committees of other synods and if possible together with them, adjust 
all cases of disorder by which the peaceable relation between the bodies 
concerned might be disturbed. Always provided, that the parties offending 


or aggrieved, if dissatisfied with the judgment rendered, shall have the 


right of appeal to the bodies represented by the joint committee. 


2. SYNODICAL REPORT. 


A. lowa and Ohio. According to instructions the committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose has held another conference with representa- 
tives of the Hon. Synod of Iowa. The meeting took place in the fore- 
part of the present year at Toledo, Ohio. In the first place points Lb. and 
IV.d. of the Toledo theses were taken up for consideration, these being 
the points the correctness of which had awakened doubts in the minds 
of some of our brethren. Following a thorough discussion of the sub- 
ject matter involved and of its import, all seemed to be satisfied with 
the wording of it; at any rate, no motion was made to amend; where- 
fore, the theses stand as originally presented. 


In the second place, your committee inquiring whether the Hon. 
Iowa Synod as such and by resolution stands in altar-fellowship with 
the General Council, an affirmative answer was received. Thereupon we 
expressed our serious doubts whether under existing circumstances we 
could consistently enter into altar-fellowship with Iowa, assigning as 
our reason the fact that synods belonging to the Council acted in utter 
disregard over against us in matters of churchly order and discipline. 
We were then assured that, the necessary proofs being furnished, an 
effort would be made to have the offence thus given us put an end to; 
and, in case this were not done, that the Iowa Synod would be con- 
strained to change its relation to the Council. 


B. Our Institutions of Learning. At our last meeting I took occa- 
sion to state that if we seriously wish to see our educational system 
improved and advanced, we must be both clear and one in mind regard- 
ing its purpose. Several districts have more or less paid attention to 
this subject; however, without definite results. In the discussions, 
special reference was had to our College at Columbus. In regard to the 


latter, and to the Seminary in connection therewith, I beg leave to 
recommend : — 


a. That the removal of the college be subjected to a thorough dis- 
cussion at this meeting. Action has been taken on this question by the 
several Districts, some favorable, some adverse. It is to be deplored 


that, in order to avert the removal in question some very misleading state- 
ments and claims have been put forth. 


b. That in our Theological Seminary at Columbus a post-graduate 
course be introduced; and that the degree of B. D. be conferred on those 
who finish the course with credit. 
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aa C. Our financial condition. a. Closely examining the report of our 
= Institution Treasurer, it is found that the expenditures for the past two 

* years amount in round sum, to $88,000.00, whilst the appropriations 
granted for the same period hardly amount to $70,000.00. The collections 
sent in during this time yielded the sum of $87,463.73. Hence, and note 
well, despite this sum and the handsome revenues by accruing interest 
on funds, there is again a deficit, and greater than the treasurer’s figures 
indicate. 

b. By the efforts of the Pittsburgh Committee our debt has been 
Se reduced to about $35,000.00. I recommend that the Committee be con- 
Se tinued and requested to go on with its work to the happy end. 

1 c. The theological professorship endowed by Pastor Baughman 
oN aly of blessed memory, is now in force. The capital amounts to $28,000.00, 
be 7. and the Baughman home at Eaton, now rented out. 

Sa d. The administrators of the estate of G. D. Simen, likewise of 
9 blessed memory, have by way of a preliminary settlement placed in the 
n hands of your Board of Administration their note of $60,000.00, payable 
* in five years and bearing 4 per cent interest. For particulars see report 
of administration Board. 

e. There have been secured, during the past two years, by way of 
scholarships, $11,600.00; for other purposes, and mostly by last will 
and testament, $9,200.00. In this, amounts paid in directly to the treas- 
uries of synod are not included. 

In conclusion, I recommend that the order of business hitherto ob- 
served be followed at our present convention. For convenience and to 
avoid extra trouble and expense, it is here appended.

REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF THE EDUCATIONAL 
~ INSTITUTIONS. 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Dear Brethren: In presenting to you the usual biennial report of 
the Seminary Board we desire, first of all, to call to mind the mercy and 
faithfulness of our God, which have watched over our school of prophets 
during the past two years, blessed the labors of teachers and pupils and 
given health and strength for efficient work. 


1. Seminary. 


Authorized by your Honorable Body, the Board called Rev. R. C. H. 
Lenski, Anna, Ohio, to the theological professorship. October Ist, 1911 
he was installed by the President of the Board, Rev. E. A. Boehme, and 
has proved a valuable addition to our Theological Faculty. 

In the school year 1910-1911 we had 37 students in our seminary; 
in the last year, 1911-1912, we had only 30, over against 51 in 1908-1909 
and 40 im 1909-1910.- 25 young men graduated into the holy ministry 
during these two years, over against 31 in the previous two years. In 
view of the dearth of pastors in our synod this decline of theological 
students is to be lamented. 


Since last meeting of synod your Board held six sessions, four regu- 
lar and two extra meetings. In these meetings the Messrs. Chas. F. Mayer 
and J. M. Snyder, Columbus, Ohio, were re-elected as members of the 
Capital University Board, each for the term of three years. Rev. R. C. 
H. Lenski, having accepted the theological professorship, resigned as a 
member of your Board and Rev. A. C. Schiff was elected in Bong: place 
till this meeting of synod. 


11. Seminary Library. 


We bespeak the favorable consideration of synod to the accompany- 
ing report* of our esteemed librarian, Dr. Theo. Mees, who without 
remuneration has devoted much time and labor to our library, and to 
whom we are greatly indebted for its present efficiency. Especially do 
we also petition Jt. Synod for a library building, as absolutely neces- 
sary for getting the full benefit from our library.

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ill. Election. 


The term of office of the following members of the Board has now 
expired: Revs. Dr. E. Cronenwett, L. H. Burry, C. F. W. Allwardt and 
W. E. Schuette. Rev. A. C. Schiff, having temporarily been appointed to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by Prof. Lenski's resignation, his place will 
also have to be filled. Hence five members of the Board, all from the 
ranks of the clergy, will have to be elected this time, all for the period 
of six years with the exception of Prof. Lenski’s successor, who will 
be elected for four years. In this connection your Board respectfully 
recommends to your Honorable Body to pass a resolution stating that 
the time of office of the newly elected members shall begin with the 
first regular meeting of the Board after the meeting of Joint Synod. 


IV. Question. 

Shall the Treasurer of the Seminary be placed under bond? This 
question received a lengthy discussion by your Board and was then re- 
ferred to the Honorable Synod for decision.

CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: Years come and go, and men and in- 
stitutions pass away with them; but in His mercy and loving kindness 
God has preserved and blessed our Institution at Columbus, with its 
school of the prophets, and we are pleased to report on two more years 
of successful activity. 

IJ. The Professors. 


Our professors of two years ago are still with us and have been 
blessed, so that with but little interruption, if any, the work has gone 
on steadily. We would call attention to the following facts: 

a. According to your instructions of two years ago, we have joined 
the Seminary Board in a eall to Prof. R. C. H. Lenski, A. M., and have 
assigned him to the chair of “Professor of Languages” in our Institu- 
tion. He took the chair at the opening of the school year, September, 
1911, and was formally installed in October, and has since proven him- 
self a worthy addition to our corps of professors. In accordance with 
like instructions we called Prof. P. J. Mackensen, A. B., to the chair 
of “German Language and Literature and History”, and he took the 
chair after the Easter vacation, 1911, and was formally installed at the 
same time as was Prof Lenski. He also has proven himself the right 
man in the right place. 
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b. In order that Prof. Mackensen might more fully equip himself 
for greater efficiency in the work assigned him in our Institution, at a 


meeting of the Board, June 18th, 1912, at his request, he was granted 


a year's leave of absence, to fill an “assistantship” and to take up higher 
studies in his line, at the University of Michigan. Rev. C. B. Gohdes, 
A. M., Anna, Ohio, was appointed his substitute during the interim, and 
in case he could not accept, other provisions have been made. 

c. Dr. L. H. Schuh, President of Capital University, who had so 
faithfully and so well represented the Institution for years, felt impelled 
to accept a call to the active ministry at Grove City, Ohio, holding over, 
however, to the end of the past school year, when, through representa- 
tives, the Faculty, the student body, the Alumni and the Board took 


formal leave of him in a fitting expression of their appreciation of his 


services. 


In their efforts to elect a successor to his chair to fill the duties 
now prescribed by your honorable body in connection with the presi- 
dency, the Board failed, and we have therefore deferred further action 
until your honorable body may again pass on our petition below. 

In the interim we have provided for the care of the Institution by 
appointing Prof. R. C. H. Lenski, acting president and Prof. R. V. 
Schmitt, acting house father. 

d. According to instructions of your Honorable Body, the Board has 
also re-adjusted the salaries of the professors. 

e. Having accepted a professorship in our Institution, Prof. Lenski 
felt it incumbent upon him to resign his seat in the Board of Trustees, 
and the Rev. A. C. Schiff, Columbus, Ohio, was elected to fill the un- 
expired term. 


11. The Course. 


Your honorable body allowed us two additional professors in the 
expectation that the course at Capital University be raised; and we 
would accordingly report that the course has been advanced by adding 
one year at the top, making the classes which were Sophomore, Junior 
and Senior before, now Freshmen, Sophomore and Junior respectively, 
and the former Freshmen class, the third year in the Preparatory Depart- 
ment. No students have as yet graduated from the course as now 
raised, this being accomplished only in the year past. 


lil. The Students. 
a. With but few exceptions our students have enjoyed health and 


in general have been well behaved, so that they have not seriously in- 


fringed on discipline. 

b. We regret to have to report that there has been a diminution 
from a total enrollment of 149, in December, 1910, and 154 in June, 1911, 
to 125 in December 1911, and 126 in June, 1912. For this decrease verbal 
explanation may be offered. In answer to complaint that many stu- 
dents who have matriculated drop out of the course, in time, a tabulated 
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favorable light.

the degree B. S., and another, that of A. B. At the Commencement, 
June, 1912, nine graduates received the degree of A. B. 


IV. Residence No. 3. 
We would also report that we have erected another professor’s resi- 


dence, known as Residence No. 3, on the campus, at a cost of about 


$5,000, and we have thus safely invested some scholarships where they 
will bring adequate returns. The residence is occupied by Prof. Lenski. 


V. Finances and Apportionments. 


Prof. Geo. K. Leonard, treasurer of the Board, will as usual report 
on our finances and present the amount of apportionment needed to carry 
on our work as now constituted. 


Vi. Petitions and Resolutions. 


a. The Board would respectfully submit the following petition for 
favorable action: 

“Resolved, That the ‘mode of election of professors’ be so changed 
that ‘other nominations’—those made in addition to the nominees of the 
Board—cannot be made by any one member of the Synod, but must be 
seconded by at least four other pastors or congregations.” 

b. Also this: 

“Resolved, That we again petition Joint Synod to reconsider its 
action in combining the housefathership with the presidency of — 
University.“ 

c. Inasmuch as we cannot properly house our libraries, we concur 
with the Seminary Board in a joint petition to your honorable body as 
follows: 

“Resolved, That we request Joint Synod to authorize us to use the 
Rudolf Fund for the purpose of erecting a library building; and 

“Resolved, That we request Joint Synod to authorize us to appeal 
to the young people’s societies of our synod for additional funds to be 
used for the maintenance of our library.” > 

Dr. Theo. Mees, librarian, has been requested by the Board to report 


to your Honorable Body on the needs of the library and the difficulties 


that confront us.

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LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


Authorized by the Board of Luther Seminary the undersigned submits 
to Joint Synod the following: 
1. During the last two years the Lord has blessed our institution 


greatly. Not only has He warded off calamities, but He showed us His 


abundant grace by giving us what we so earnestly had prayed and worked 
for. Although building operations could not begin until the middle of 
last year and the work was handicapped by an early and severe winter, 
the new building could be dedicated the 14th day of January, 1912. A 
temperature of 30 degrees below zero did not in any way lessen the joy 
of the participants of the festival. Every one was well pleased with the 
new building and thanked the Lord for the realization of our plans. 
The fact that the total cost exceeded the sum of $30,000, the limit set by 
Synod, by $3,000 was well considered by the Board. If we wanted to gain 
the necessary room, and build in accordance with the City Ordinance, 
we were compelled to use such an amount. The whole sum, as far as 
it is not paid as yet, is guaranteed by personal subscriptions. Thanks 
be to the Lord. 

2. The number of students of our institution has increased con- 
siderably during the last two years. In the year 1910-1911 it was 94, of 
whom 6 entered the ministry after passing their final examination; in 
1911-1912 it was 107, of whom 9 entered the ministry, having passed their 
final examination. In general the conduct of the students was satis- 
factory. Last winter smallpox, scarlet fever, and measles were epidemic 
in St. Paul and our institution was not spared. But as it was possible to 
isolate the sick, the disease was restricted to only a few cases. Neither 
professors nor students were afflicted by serious diseases so that the work 
could progress without interruption. 

8. The Board petitions Joint Synod to transform the proseminary 
into a full college, for the following reasons: 

Most of our students enter the proseminary at the age of 14 or 15 
years, and enter the theological department without the necessary maturity 
to their own detriment as well as that of the church. 

At present there are at our school a number of sons of ministers, 
who regard the present preparatory course as insufficient. 

Our times imperatively require a thorough education of ministers, if 
they are to do justice to their calling. 

The Missouri Synod has a full college at St. Paul, and if our pro- 
seminary remains what it is today, ministers will not be able to keep 
young men who want a good collegiate training from entering that college. 

4. As it becomes more difficult for our professors to rent suitable 
houses in a fast developing part of St. Paul, we ask Joint Synod for the 
permission to erect two new dwellings on the campus of the seminary. 

5. As the statutes of our institutions require that a member of the 
board be treasurer of the respective institution and as such is hardly 
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possible at our school, we ask Joint Synod to give us leave to confer this 
office upon a member of the faculty. 

6. The necessary repairs have been made during the last two years 
and the buildings are in good condition. 

7. We draw the attention of Joint Synod to the fact that the terms 
of Rev. H. Eisenbach, Rev. Geo. Diemer, and Mr. H. Bammann have

In the name and by authority of the Board of Directors of the Wood- 
ville Normal School, we, the undersigned beg to submit to the Honorable 
Synod the following report: 

On December 28, 1910, the present Board was organized by the 
election of Rev. A. G. Bergener, President, J. J. Ballmer, Secretary, and 
Dir. K. Hemminghaus, Treasurer. The Board regularly held its semi- 
annual meetings; in addition three special sessions were held during the 
two years just passed, making a total of seven sessions. 

By God's grace the work of this, our institution, during the two 
years since the last meeting of Joint Synod, has been attended by marked 
success. Perfect harmony prevailed in the faculty. Application and de- 
portment of the students generally was very satisfactory. Our heavenly 
Father has in mercy protected the professors and students from serious 
illness, and instruction has continued without interruption. Dir. K. 
Hemminghaus, who two years ago had discontinued teaching on account 


of illness, has recovered, being able during the past two years to con- 


duct his class-work again. The Lord be praised! 

During the school year from September, 1910, to June, 1911, our 
Normal School was attended by 67 young people, among these being 18 
young ladies. Of this number eight young men and one young lady have 
been added to the list of teachers. During the school year just closed, 
the enrollment reached 71; 43 young men and 28 young ladies. Of this 
number 11 received diplomas as parochial school teachers and have ac- 
cepted calls from congregations within our synod. Thus during the last 
two years our school has been permitted to send out 20 young people as 
laborers in the vineyard of the Lord. Truly, a splendid showing, especially 


as compared with the number of graduates at our other institutions. 


The Lord be praised for his blessings ! 

In accordance with a resolution of the Joint Synod (1910, page 130) 
the course in the junior or preparatory department has been extended one 
year, now embracing four instead of three years. Also an additional 
(fifth) professor has been called in the person of Prof. G. Allwardt, 
who has served the institution since September, 1911, in the capacity of 
Professor of German. (Joint Synod Record, 1910, page 130). 
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On December 28, 1910, Prof. O. A. Trapp tendered his resignation, 
which was accepted by the Board of Directors. To succeed him as Pro- 
fessor of Music, the Board called, February 18, 1911, Prof. A. O. Moench 
of Berlin, Germany. The same accepted the call and at the beginning 
of September, 1911, entered upon his duties in our school. 

The installation of the two professors, G. Allwardt and A. O. 
Moench, took place on September 5, 1911, in connection with the open- 
ing exercises, It was performed by the Revs. Theo. J. Stellhorn and P. 
Langendorf by authority of the president of the Board. 

A vacancy in the Board was caused by the withdrawal of Rev. P. 
Langendorf from the ministry. On February 17, 1912, the Board selected 
as his temporary successor Rev. H. Blohm. This selection was approved 
by the Honorable President, Dr. C. H. L. Schuette. 

During recent years reports show a noticeable increase in temporary 
indisposition among the students. The Board is of the opinion that 
this in great part is due to insufficient provision for physical exercise. 
We therefore petition the honorable Joint Synod for an appropriation of 
not less than $5,000 for the erection of a suitable gymnasium. (Resolu- 
tion of June 28, 1912). 

The Board further resolved that, in case a “Field Agent” for the 
institution in Columbus be called, we move that the same be instructed > 
also to solicit in the interests of our school. 

A report concerning the finances of our institution will be givea you 
by the treasurer, Dir. K. Hemminghaus. This report will be an indica- 
tion of the sum your honorable body should appropriate for our work. 

Finally we would call your attention to the vacancy in our Board, 
caused by the withdrawal of Rev. P. Langendorf; it will devolve upon 
your Body to elect a successor to serve the unexpired term of 2 years. 

We also beg to announce that the term of office of the following 
members has expired: Rev. A. G. Bergener, Teacher J. J. Ballmer, and 
Messrs. A. H. Dornbirer and B. S. Otten. 

May the good Lord in His mercy in future take our Normal School 
under His protecting care.

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1. Our Professors. 


By the grace of God our two Professors have enjoyed good health 
and could do their work in the institution successfully. Since by the 
increase of the classes our two Professors are overburdened, we, to- 
gether with the Washington District petition Joint Synod to call a third 
Professor whose duty it shall be to devote one-half of his time to the 
instruction in the Proseminary and the other half to the instruction in 
the Commercial Department, and whose salary be paid one-half by Joint 
Synod and one-half by the proceeds of the Commercial Department. 


11. Our Students. 


In the year 1910-1911 we had 25 students of which two entered the 
ministry and are now working in the mission field of the Washington 
District. In the year 1911-1912 the number of students increased to 49. 
Of this number 32 were in the Proseminary, of these nine are willing 
to study for the ministry. All students enjoyed good health. 


Ill, Theological Department. 


Your board is fully convinced that the petition of the Washington 
District regarding the reopening of the theological department in Olympia 
should be granted, for without it we cannot successfully do the work 
of our dear Synod here in the Pacific Northwest. The harvest is at 
hand here, and we have no sufficient number of laborers. 


IV. Our Finances. 


For the two coming years we need again $4,400.00, in case a third 
Professor is granted us we need $1,200.00 more or a total of $5,600.00. 
The report of our treasurer, Prof. W. Hohberger, for the last two years 
is herewith submitted. 


V. Election.

HEBRON ACADEMY. 


a 85 Dear Brernren:—After the acceptance two years ago by your 
“i 1 honorable body of the offer of the Kansas and Nebraska District to 
hand over to Synod a piece of property and a building free from debt 
for the purpose of establishing an academy, the property referred to, 
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located in Hebron, Neb., was purchased by the District. The building 
was somewhat enlarged, thoroughly overhauled, and provided with all 
modern improvements; and the various rooms were suitably furnished. 
As the heating plant was found by experts to be insufficient, a new 
plant was installed. All money, total nearly $11,000, was raised in the 
District. 

Rev. P. Buehring of St. Marys, Ohio, was called as president of the 
school, and Mr. M. Paysen of Columbus, Ohio, was called as second 
professor. Both have discharged their arduous duties with faithfulness 
and skill. As the two professors were unable to do all the work re- 
quired Mr. W. L. Young of Lancaster, Ohio, was engaged as instructor. 
His work was reported as very satisfactory. Next year the number of 
classes will be still greater, and we herewith petition Synod to grant 
us permission to call a third professor. 

The total number of students enrolled during this our first school year 
was 28, not including the music pupils, the number of the latter varied 
between 30 and 40. One young man who was taking our “Short Course” 
died shortly before finishing the course; another fractured his limb while 
on a visit at home. Otherwise our student body enjoyed good health. 
There were no serious infractions of the rules of the house. Three of 
our students have thus far decided to prepare for the ministry. 

While our building is now in good condition, it does not fully satisfy 
the needs of our institution. It is too small. Even during our first school 
year all rooms were filled. But when the number of our students in- 
creases, as we confidently expect, and all classes are filled we shall 
suffer for lack of room, both for the classes and for study rooms. Be- 
sides, if our school is really to serve its object of furnishing all the 
young people of our congregation an opportunity of acquiring a higher 
education under Christian influence, we ought to have a good business 
or commercial course. Then we ought to have a room for a library, 
another for a laboratory. But none of these can be had now for lack 
of space. We therefore petition your honorable body for permission to 
collect $8-10,000 within the bounds of Joint Synod for the purpose of 
erecting an addition to the north side of our building, in order to supply 
this most. urgent need for more space. 

We ask an appropriation of $5,600.00 for our current expenses of 
the next two years. 

The board submits for your approval a constitution for our school. 

Finally, we respectfully call your attention to the fact that all the 
members of our board were elected only for a term of two —_ at the 
last convention of Joint Synod.

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Constitution of Hebron Academy.

Akricix I. 
NAME. 
The name of this school shall be, Hebron Academy. 


Arrticie II. 
OBJECT. 


The object of this school shall be, a) to give the youth of our 
churches and land an opportunity to obtain an education under Chris- 
tian influence; b) specifically, to give young men who have the Christian 
ministry in view a thorough preparatory training. 


Akrictix III. 
CONFESSION. 


All instruction given in this school shall be in harmony with the 
Lutheran confessions of faith as set forth in the book of Concord of 1580 
and as received by the Ev. Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. 


IV. 
MANAGEMENT. 


1. This school shall be managed by a board of directors elected by 
the Synod named in Art. III. 


2. This board shall be composed of three pastors and two laymen. 


3. The term of office shall be four years. Every two years three 
and two members, respectively, shall be elected. 


4. The board shall be organized by electing its own president, sec- 
retary, and treasurer. The first two must be members of the board. 


5. Regular meetings shall be held once a year, and extra meetings 
Ve: shall be called by the president or at the request of at least two mem- 

eo bers of the board. The time and object of such meetings shall be an- 
* nounced to each member of the board at least two weeks before such 
meeting is held. All business transacted at such meeting shall be con- 
fined to the object for which it has been called. 

6. Three members of the board shall constitute a quorum. 

7. The board shall elect the president, professors, and other in- 
structors in any department of this school, according to the rule of 
the joint Synod, agree with them on their salaries, and hold them to 
discharge promptly and faithfully the duties prescribed to them. In case 

of false doctrine, incapacity, inattention to duty, breaches of the or- 
dinances of the school, immorality, or conduct that might be injurious 
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to the students committed to their care, the board shall after due ex- 
amination and proof of the facts remove such persons from office. 


8. The board shall appoint from its own number an executive com- 
mittee who shall discharge such duties as shall from time to time be 
assigned to them. 

9. The faculty shall consist of the regular professors of the school. 


Articie V. 
DEPARTMENTS. 


1. There shall be an Academic or College Preparatory Department. 
2. The board may from time to time establish such other depart- 
ments as may be required by Art. II, a. of this constitution. 


Akricix VI. 
DUTIES @F OFFICERS. 


A. Board of Directors. 

This board shall 

1. See to it that the instruction given at this school be in har- 
mony with the Word of God and the confessions of the Lutheran Church; 

2. Give attention that the professors be found faithful in their office 
and work, and lead an exemplary life; 

3. Examine the books of the treasurer at least once every year; 

4. See to it that the property of the school be kept in good con- 
dition ; 
5. Fill any vacancy that may occur in its own number between th 
meeting of Joint Synod in the manner prescribed by the Synod; 


6. Be responsible for all its acts to the Joint Synod, and report 
to this body every two years, or as often as the Synod demands it. 
B. President of the school. 


The president of the school shall not only be found faithful in his 
office as teacher, but he shall also see to it that the branches to be 
taught be properly divided among his colleagues, and that these his asso- 
ciates faithfully teach according to the outlined annual schedule. In 
all cases of admission to, and dismissal from, the school, his decision 
shall be final, but he is advised to act in harmony with the faculty. He 
must also see to it that a Christian spirit prevail in the institution.

MELVILLE, SASK., ACADEMY. 


Dear Brethren: The undersigned Board was elected at the 40th 
Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio, held at 
Richmond, Indiana, in August A. D. 1910, and was organized at Earl 
Grey, Sask., on the 20th of September, 1910, by election of the following 
officers: Rev. H. Schmidt, Pres.; Rev. L. F. Tank, Sec’y; Mr. John D. 
Miller, Treas. It was left to your board, together with the Hon. 
General President, Dr. C. H. L. Schuette to inspect the different places 
and consider their offers and then decide on the location of the pro- 
posed Academy. We can report that such has been done, and that the 
city of Melville has been chosen. This city offers a ten (10) acre 
tract of land, exemption from taxes of land and buildings, and a 
bonus of $8,000.00 and other grants secured by an agreement. The 
Hon. General Synod has bound us not to exceed the sum of $20,000.00 
for the building, of which sum three-fourths is to be raised in our 
own midst and the balance in other districts. The Board selected 
Rev. C. Pohlmann and later Rev. Arnsdorf, as collector for this in- 
stitution. Up to date $5,102.00 have been signed, of which sum, owing 
to the crop failure last year, only $1,338.85 are cash. The $8,000 bonus 
is deposited at the Bank in Melville. We therefore have $9,338.85 to 
our credit, or including signatures, $13,102.00. Crops look very fine and 
we hope to have at least $15,000.00 cash on hand by November. We 
do not deem it wise however, on account of the efforts Synod is making 
to liquidate the Synodical Debt, to begin collecting the balance $5,000 
in Synod as soon as the $15,000 are secured here. 

We must begin building operations this Fall in order to complete our 
building, according to our agreement with Melville, by October, 1913. 

Furthermore, a director should be called to superintend the work 
in general and work in the interest of our institution during the winter, 
so that everything may be in readiness in the Fall of 1913, and school 
can be opened with a large number of scholars. 

We therefore petition the Hon. Joint Synod for the following: 

1. That Synod consent to a loan of $5,000.00 from the Administra- 
tion Fund, until such time as this amount can be collected in Synod. 

2. That Synod permit us to call a Director this fall, who will be- 
times apply himself to the work as mentioned above. 
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8. That Synod permit us to erect, at least the foundation for the 
building, and this as soon as the $15,000 are secured by cash and signa- 
tures. 


Furthermore, We petition Joint Synod to have articles of incorpora- 
tion filed in Canada, so that Synod may hold property in our Dominion 
and also enable our individual congregations to incorporate with little

The property has been kept in reasonably good repair, and at present 
is rented by the month. . 

The following communication should receive attention at your hands: 

“We, N. S. Dasher, R. M. Bumgarner and S. M. Hamrick, desire to 
tender our resignation as local members of St. Paul's Seminary and 
Academy, Hickory, N. C., to become effective as soon as our succes- 
sors can be elected, for the following reasons: 


Ist. Because we cannot conscientiously act as agents in the sale of 
this property. 

And. Because the Ohio Synod Lutherans, in this section, largely 

contributed to the purchase price of this property, and they feel that 
Joint Synod has abandoned this field, and wants the a. of the sale 
of this property, to use in another field. 

3d. Because there is a small congregation, of eighty communicant 
members, who organized in good faith, using the Seminary building 
for a place of worship, and has been very loyal to Synod, as shown by 
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its benevolent contributions, which, if property is sold, will have ne

REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF ELEEMOSYNARY 
INSTITUTIONS. 


WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States. 


We, the Board of the Wernle Orphans’ Home, in submitting our 
report, do so with fervent gratitude toward the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift for the loving kindness bestowed upon our Home during the 
past biennium. To Him alone belong honor and praise. 

Our report in detail is as follows: 

There are 76 orphans now in the Home, 39 boys and 87 girls. Of 
this number 55 are half orphans. We received during the past two years 
33 children, and returned to parents and relatives 11. There are em- 
ployed outside of the Home, 7 boys and 8 girls. Five children were 
given to families for adoption. Of these 3 have already been legally 
adopted. As regards the other two, the final legal steps have not yet 
been taken. Two inmates, having reached their 18th year, were honor- 
ably dismissed. 

Minnie Hawk was sent to the Imbecile Asylum at Ft. Wayne. F. 
Stadelman, who had finished the course at Woodville, is now teacher in 
the congregation at Holland, Ind. Martin Kuehn and Gustave Iden have 
left Capital University, where they were enrolled as students. The former 
is teaching in the public school at Crestline, Ohio; the latter, as far 
as we have been able to ascertain, is now residing with relatives at 
Indianapolis. There are at present 5 confirmed boys and 9 confirmed 
girls in service at the Home, besides Miss Held and Mr. Atzinger, the 
farmer. We also have Henry Roth, a paralytic, to take care of. 

The health of the inmates has been very satisfactory. There have 
been no deaths during the past two years. In this connection we men- 

tion a matter that has been a great credit to our institution, namely: 
After the official of the State Board of Health had made his inspection, 
he not only stated to us personally, but also expressed publicly in one

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of our city papers, his full satisfaction regarding conditions at the Home, 
conformity to rules of sanitation, order, etc., 2 it to be the best 
equipped private institution in the state. 

During the last year a change in the higher 3 of our school was 
made necessary by the resignation of Teacher H. C. Schmidt. His 
resignation was accepted, but we have again à faithful and efficient 
teacher in the person of E. Mrock. Miss Hennigs, who for six years 
had faithfully taught the second class, has to our great regret left the 
institution. We have not, as yet, succeeded in filling her place. There 
are 48 pupils enrolled in the school, including three outsiders. In the last 
two years, 10 boys and 6 girls were confirmed. 

Two years ago the proceeds of our farm were very good; but the 


harvest of last year, owing to late spring frosts and drought in the 


summer, was not very satisfactory, nevertheless sufficient garden produce 
and fruit were raised to meet the necessities of our household. We were 
also successful in draining and making productive about 5 acres of marsh 
land. At present our stock consists of 4 horses, 7 cows, 2 calves, 3 
brood sows, 27 shoats and quite a number of chickens. 

As regards the finances of the Home, full reports are presented by 
the treasurer, financial secretary and the housefather. Your Honorable 
Body will see from these reports that we have considerably exceeded our 
apportionment of $6,000. On account of the increased cost of all the 
necessities of life, even with the greatest economy this was unavoidable. 
We therefore kindly petition * to increase our apportionment to 
86,500 per year. 

Your board appointed Rev. Bidens treasurer of the endowment 
fund in the place of Rev. Beck, who felt himself obliged on account of 
age and failing health to relinquish this part of his work. In the future 
all moneys and business matters pertaining to this fund should be sent 
to Rev. Ridenour. We would also here call attention to the fact that the 
$1,000 borrowed from the endowment fund for the purpose of rebuilding 
the barn which was burned, have not yet been repaid. See Minutes of 
Joint Synod, 1908, p. 

Of other improvements besides the draining of the marsh we would 
mention: The installation of steam heating in our school house, a water 
softener for our boilers, painting of teacher and farm dwelling and the 
purchase of a horse. Here we would call attention to another matter 
which should be disposed of at this meeting. Years ago the sewage 
pipes of our home were laid in a stream flowing through our land. The 
owners of the land below us refuse to permit this any longer and 
threaten us with the law, if it is not discontinued. After due consulta- 
tion with the local city engineer we thought of installing a septic tank. 


Plans and estimates we hereby lay before your honorable body for con- 


sideration and disposal. 
In conclusion we call attention to the fact that the terms of office of 
Messrs. E. Schlingman, Aug. Paust and the undersigned expire this year. 
And now, as we commend our institution to the faithful love and 
care of the entire Synod, we pray the God of all mercy, that He would 
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in future strengthen and advance the work of our hands to the glory 
of His name, and richly bless all our benefactors according to His loving 
kindness.

ST. JOHN’S LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED AND CHIL- 
DREN’S HOME, MARS, PA. 


Dear Brethren: With heartfelt gratitude to almighty God we hand 
in our biennial report concerning the institutions entrusted to our care. 
The past two years were years of labor and affliction, but also of blessing 
and joy. And even when the angel of death hovered over our Home, 
God was the comforter of His people and their guide to the better home 


in heaven. 


Our deaconesses have labored with marked success in their arduous 
calling. We rejoice that synod two years ago gave this work special 
attention, and we hope the committee appointed for this purpose will 
present a plan for the furtherance of the good cause. 

With reference to the Old Folks’ Home we beg leave to report the 
following : 

Since our last report 6 women and 5 men were received. Three 
inmates were called away by death. Two men and one woman left of 
their own accord, and one married couple were dismissed. At present 
there are 21 old people in the Home. The greatest blessing which they 
enjoy is the Word of God, and with this they are richly supplied. The 
financial condition of the institution will appear from the report of the 
treasurer. 


The report of the Children’s Home is as follows: 


During the past two years 10 boys and 8 girls were received. Six 
boys and eight girls were returned to surviving relatives. One little girl, 
after having been turned over to the care of her aunt, we were com- 
pelled to take back after 18 months. One boy, about 14 years old, 
ran away from the Home and became unfaithful to the Lutheran church. 
At present there are 28 children in the home, of which 25 attend our 
school. For 15, surviving relatives pay boarding and furnish clothing 
and shoes. Our school is under the efficient care of Teacher Arthur Frei- 
tag, who is a great help to the Sisters in the bringing up of our chil- 
dren. Rev. Eugene Spoehr is pastor of both institutions and preaches 
in the Home every Wednesday evening. Besides this the inmates, as 
far as they are able, attend the Sunday services of the local congrega- 
tion. 

Our institutions sustained a great loss in the death of Mr. J. H. 
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Hespenheide, one of the founders and warm friends of our Homes at 
Mars. Mr. C. F. Goehring of Zelienople, Pa., was elected to fill the 
vacancy. The terms of office of Rev. H. J. Schuh and Mr. C. F. Goehring 
expire at this meeting. 

Upon the request of a number of Ladies’ Societies, we ask Synod 
to allow us to receive children under two years of age, and to connect 
with the children’s home, a Home for babies.

S As to the funds for the Board of Aid Treasury. 


1. The rule of synod adopted in 1900 has been very efficient in 
gathering the needed funds wherever introduced, but as yet not all 
Districts come up to the full requirements of said rule. There seems 
to be a lack of uniformity among the several Districts in securing funds, 
though collectors are appointed in all who turn over the funds gathered 
to the Treasurer as soon as possible. Would it not be well to urge upon 
the several Districts a uniform rule for the collection of funds for this 
cause? 

2. The same is true also as to the order obtaining in forwarding 
funds to the Treasurer. Some collections are sent direct to the Treasurer, 
of which the collector has no knowledge until notice is given in Kirchen- 
seitung, Standard or Minutes. Some contributions are sent direct to the 
Treasurer, without a statement whether the amount is by the pastor, the 
congregation, or otherwise, and this at times leads to confusion. Again 
some contributions first reach the Instition Treasurer of Synod, and then 
after a month or two reach the Board of Aid Treasurer. The greater 
portion however is forwarded direct to the Treasurer by the respective 
collectors, and no doubt is the most orderly, efficient, and timely way. 
During the past two years $3,228.23 were sent independent of the col- 
lectors direct to the Treasurer; $997.44 were sent to the Institution 
Treasurer of Joint Synod; $6,680.44 were sent in by the respective 
collectors.

| Dear Breruren :— By God's grace our home mission work during 
the last two years has been eminently successful. While the demands 
were greater, the offerings have exceeded those of any previous two 
years and more missionaries could be employed than ever before. A 
portion of the reserve fund has been used, and a bill for supplies must 
be paid to the Lutheran Book Concern, yet the mission treasury has 


PRACTICALLY NO DEBT, 


and the reserve fund is practically intact, since these obligations are 
fully covered by monies advanced and loans made to missionaries.

The Most Distressing Need 


which constantly presented itself was that of men to supply vacancies 
and begin work in new and promising fields. Especially did we find it 
difficult to secure missionaries for distant fields in the South and West. 
Our seminaries at St. Paul and Columbus relieved the situation some- 
what by granting leave of absence to students who supplied in very 
urgent cases. 


Claims of Former Missionaries. 


From time to time we have been requested to make appropriations 
for pastors who years ago served as missionaries and are in financial 
distress. It is claimed that this condition has been brought about by 
the applicant receiving an insufficient salary both from the mission board 
and the self-supporting congregations served. We would ask synod for 
instructions as to the manner of disposing of such alleged claims. 


Co-operation of the Mission Board With the Board of Aids. 


In several cases, in fields of minor importance, the board employed 
pastors, (and in one case a student), who on account of ill health, or 
the infirmities of age, were not able to meet the demands of the average 
congregation. Ordinarily these men (excepting the student), should have 
been supported entirely by the Board of Aids, they were able and desir- 
ous, however, to devote stich strength as they had to the work of the 
ministry. Upon consultation with the Board of Aids we agreed to share 
equally with said board in granting the support needed. 


Does synod approve of such an arrangement?

Official Name of Our Board in German. 


Since synod now has a board for inner missions, we suggest that 
the Home Mission Board be known hereafter in German as “Die Be- 
hoerde fuer Einheimische Mission.” 


Attendance of District Synods on the Part of the Executive. 


In several cases the board did not see fit to comply with the wishes 
of district presidents and other pastors in regard to attending their 
district synods by our executive. We would ask your honorable body 
what it expects of the executive with reference to such attendance. 


Negotiations With the German Home Mission Board of the General 
Council. 


Last January our attention was called to a series of articles pub- 
lished in “Siloah” (official organ of the German Home Mission Board 
of the General Council). For six months charges had been published 
against some of our Canadian missionaries in which they were roundly 
abused. We immediately opened correspondence with said board and 
asked for an investigation of these charges by representatives of our 
respective boards, offering to bring our traveling missionary face to 
face with their mission superintendent, who is the author of most of 
the charges. | 3 

Our invitation was not accepted. The German Home Mission Board 
of the General Council, in turn, suggested as investigators a committee 
of arbiters, not members of our respective boards, to render decisions 
by which both parties should in advance agree to abide. These decisions 
should also “serve as a guidance in future cases.” We acceded to their 
wishes as far as possible and suggested a committee of five members, 
two each from the General Council and our synod and one of the Iowa 
Synod. We stated, however, that rules laid down could not be binding 
unless approved by the respective general bodies. This answer was given 
on April 30th, but at this writing (July 10th) we have no reply from 
the German Mission Board of the General Council. 


New Appropriation For the Home Mission Treasury. 


Thirty-five thousand dollars a year was not sufficient to meet the 
needs of our home mission work during the last two years. Further- 
more there ought to be a readjustment of salaries, and the demands of 
our work are constantly increasing. 

For these reasons we ought to have an appropriation of $50,000.00 
a year for the next two years. 


Losses to the Church Building Fund. 


A balance of $17.00, loaned to St. John’s Congregation, Pontiac, 
Mich., in 1904, was found uncollectable, since the congregation disbanded 
and its property has been disposed of. 

St. Matthew’s Congregation, Columbus, Ohio, claimed that $200 of 
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their $1,500.00 loan had never been paid to them and refused to refund 
this amount. It was shown that as far as the fund is concerned, the 
money was paid out previous to 1904 to St. Mark’s Congregation, 
Columbus, and was transferred on the books of the fund at the time 
a lot was bought by St. Mark’s for St. Matthew's mission. 

Since all efforts to convince the congregation and its pastor of the 
reasonableness of the board’s claim proved fruitless and at the advice 
of Dr. Schuette, who was fully informed of the circumstances, the board 
agreed to accept $1,300.00 as payment in full. 

We ask synod to sanction the reduction of the assets of the church 
building fund by $217.00 in view of these two losses. 

May the Church Building Board Borrow Money? 

The demands upon our Church Building Fund were specially fre- 
quent and pressing during the last two years. We had to refuse appli- 
cations for more than $25,000.00. In several cases of extreme need and 
extraordinary opportunity we borrowed meneys in order to be able to 
assist the applicants. This now causes the fund to be in debt. We ask 
synod under circumstances such as we described to permit us to borrow 
moneys. 

Incorporation in Canada. 

Canadian law will not admit for record securities held by a cor- 
poration not recognized in that Dominion. The mortgages drawn to 
secure loans made there by our fund had to be made out in favor of a 
member of the board in trust for the Church Building Fund. 

We ask Joint Synod whether our Church Building Board, or our 
Synod should not take out papers of incorporation in Canada. 


Elections. 
The terms of office of Revs. R. E. Golladay and D. P. Ebert have

In accordance with its resolution of 1910, Joint Synod is to elect 
the executive officer of the home mission board at this meeting.

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COLORED MISSIONS. 


Dear Breruren :— After years of discouragement experienced in 


this branch of Synod’s work, we, with grateful and joyful hearts, take 


pleasure in submitting the following report: 

When the Board met for reorganization after the last meeting of 
Joint Synod, Mr. A. G. Snyder, for many years the faithful treasurer 
of the Board, to the regret of that body, declined further to serve, 
though re-elected by Synod. With the approval of the General President, 
Mr. John Gunkel of St. Mark’s congregation, Baltimore, was finally 
elected to fill this vacancy and assumed the office of treasurer in Feb- 
ruary, 1911. 

Reencouraged by the support of Synod, the Board continued its 
endeavors to find a white missionary and superintendent for our colored 
mission work. After a number of calls had again been returned, Rev. 
H. F. Richards in June, 1911, accepted our call and was installed into 
his office on August 27, 1911. Thus after about 20 years of persistent 
efforts on part of the Board, a missionary for this difficult field was 
secured to the joy of all interested in the cause; and especially since the 
former missionary, Rev. Phifer (colored) having died in February, 1911, 
our work had practically come to a standstill. 

Rev. Richards and members of the Board immediately took neces- 
sary steps for the extension of the work. A thorough canvass in a 
colored settlement of A. A. Co. was begun, and as a result it was re- 
solved to establish a mission school in this section at once. 

All delay was avoided, the building dedicated on December 8, 1911, 
and the school was begun the following day with 16 pupils, which num- 
ber increased to 28 in a few months. A colored teacher, Miss Virginia 
Carter, a member of St. Philip’s church, was secured and faithfully and 
ably attended to her duties under the personal supervision of the mis- 
sionary, so that the school has been a source of pleasure and gratifica- 
tion to our missionary and the Board. The first term of school closed 
June 3. Revs. Mueller and Mees conducted an examination of the chil- 
dren in the religious branches taught and Miss Carter demonstrated 
that her work in the secular branches compared most favorably with 
that done by the county schools of that section. Not only the members 
of the Board, but all the people of the community are convinced of the 
thorough success of our mission school thus far. 

Prospects for future growth of this school as a means to further 
the upbuilding of the kingdom of Christ among the colored people of 
this section are bright. As an evidence of the influence of the school 
in this direction the first Children’s Day service held on June 2 in this 
mission chapel, yielded an offering for missions of $11.60 to the sur- 
prise of all who understand the difficulties attending this work. 

The steady progress of St. Philip’s Mission in Baltimore city like- 
wise shows, how necessary it was to get a white missionary to superin- 
tend this work. At present two young colored men are preparing them- 
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selves under the tutorship of Rev. Richards, as helpers and teachers, 
ultimately to serve as ministers of the Gospel among their own people. 
Pastors in Baltimore will assist Rev. Richards in the education of these 
candidates for the ministry. 

With the establishing and furnishing of the school a debt of $700 
was incurred, and in view of the increase in salaries and other expenses 
the regular contributions have been found insufficient and it was found 
necessary to make appeals for additional support. 

The term of office of Rev. J. E. A. Doermann and Hon. J. J. Dobler 
expires at this meeting of Synod.

INNER MISSIONS. 


August, 1910-1912. 


Dran Breruren :— According to the resolution of Synod as re- 
corded on page 122 of Minutes of 1910, your Committee is to report 
on one particular feature of the Inner Mission Work, viz.: The Christian 
Diaconate. 

In accordance with these resolutions we will endeavor to give brief 
information concerning the office of deacon as conducted in the early 
Church, and also make some suggestions as to ways and means of 
carrying on this work among us in the spirit of the ancient Church. 


I. Information concerning the office of the Diaconate in the early 
Church. 


a. Its Origin. 

The account given in the Acts of the Apostles 6, 1-8, is usually 
referred to as the origin of the office of deacon. We regard this account 
not as a history of the origin of this office, but rather as a record of 
its introduction into the Christian Church. We find that the essential 
idea of this office was held and practiced by the Church of the Old 
Testament. This record (Acts 6, 1-8), does not suggest to us that 
something new was introduced into the congregation at Jerusalem, but 
that in the partially organized condition of the congregation a familiar 
institution and practice of God’s people was being imperfectly admin- 
istered, and that in the manner here described, regular and orderly pro- 


visions were made for the proper prosecution of this work. | 
By this passage of Holy Scripture we learn that the Christian 


Church in her first organized congregation, accepted the office of deacon 
as a wise provision to aid her faithfully to perform certain divinely 
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imposed duties. In the New Testament the terms diakonos, diakonia, 
diakonein are used in connection with any one who renders friendly 
service to another. (Matt. 4, 11; 8, 15. Acts 6, 1). Also in connection 
with the Apostles, Presbyters, and Evangelists and their work as serv- 
ants or ministers of God. (Acts 6, 4; 1 Thess. 3, 2; 1 Cor. 3, 5, etc.) 

In a special sense however, the deacons were those, to whom was 
officially committed the Church’s ministry of mercy. (1 Tim. 3, 8-12; 
Phil. 1, 1; Rom. 16, 1; see Lutheran Encyclopedia—Jacob & Haas.) 

b. The duties. 


From Holy Scriptures and Church History we learn, that the first 
and chief duty devolving upon the deacon in the early Church was the 
care of the sick and poor. This is evident from the history given in 
Acts 6, 1-8. It was clearly their duty to care for the orphans, widows, 
martyrs in prison and all the poor and sick who had any claim upon the 
common resources of the Church. 

This care for the unfortunate and afflicted included both their 
spiritual and their temporal needs. In the course of time these duties 
were gradually extended so as to include the preservation of order in 
the public services, the assisting of the bishop in the administration of 
the Lord’s Supper, the administration of baptism in cases of emergency, 
the reading of the Scripture Lesson for the day, and the reading of 
sermons by the request of the bishop. 

Soon it was seen that in many instances services of mercy could 
be rendered more appropriately and more efficiently by women than by 
men, and the office of Diaconess was soon establishel in the Church. 
This is evident from Rom. 16, 1, when Paul says: I commend unto you 
Phebe our sister, who is a servant of the Church which is at Cenchrea. 
Paul by the word “yrqaixas” in 1 Tim. 3, 11, speaks not of the wives of 
deacons, but of an official class of women; viz.: Deaconesses. This 


office was maintained, and continued to grow in favor of the Church 


until the 4th century, when it began to decline, and in the 10th century 
it was wholly abrogated, except among the Waldenses and the Bohemian 
brethren. After the Reformation many advocated the restoration of the 
office of the female diaconate to the Church, but to no avail. After the 
lapse of nearly nine hundred years the restoration of this ancient and 
effectual office of mercy, was, under God, brought about by Rev. Theodor 
Fliedner of Kaiserwerth, Germany, who in the year 1836 opened the 
first institution for the instruction of deaconesses. 


In 1849 the Rev. Theodor Fliedner co-operating with the Rev. W. 
A. Passavant, D. D., of Pittsburgh, Pa., introduced the work in America, 
and, by the blessing of God this work has attained wonderful propor- 
tions in Germany, having in 1898 eighty Mother-houses belonging to the 
Kaiserwert Union, with 13,309 Sisters. In America, during the last few 
years, the development of the female diaconate has been very rapid. 
The first Mother-house— The Mary J. Drexel of Philadelphia, Pa., was 
established in the year 1884; there are now ten of these institutions 
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instructing women for this work of mercy, with 376 Sisters engaged in 
their work of love. 

The possibilities for work in the Diaconate in this country are 
literally unlimited; the necessities for this work are immediate and press- 
ing, the call to do this work is important, and this call comes to the 
Lutheran Church with special emphasis. 

To those seeking further information upon this subject we would 
recommend the following books:

II. A few practical suggestions of ways and means of carrying 
on the work of the Diaconate. 

A. The education of our ministry, on this subject. 

a. Its divine origin and evangelical character. 

b. The limitless possibilities and pressing necessities for it. 

c. The best methods for the prosecution of this work. 

d. That our Theological Magazine, our Conferences, and Synods 
be made to serve as a medium of this education of the ministry. 

B. The education of our laity on this work. 

That sermons be preached on this subject, that articles treating of 
it be published in our Church Papers, and Tracts be issued in which the 
work is brought to the notice of our people in an interesting manner. 

8. The establishment of institutions for the instruction and train- 
ing of those who may desire to engage in the work of the Diaconate. 

In as much as our Synod cannot at once establish such institutions, 
we suggest that all candidates for the diaconate within the bounds of 
our Synod, for the present, be sent to such institutions found within 
other bodies of the Lutheran Church, most especially to the Mary J. 
Drexel mother-house at Philadelphia. 

4. The establishment of Inner Mission institutions. 

Such as hospices, homes for working girls, hospitals, and the like. 
That our Districts and Local Conferences be urged to foster the estab- 
lishment of such institutions in their respective territories, as is now 
being done by the Fremont and Columbus Conferences. 

5. That we pray fervently and labor earnestly to secure a sufficient 
number of candidates for the Diaconate to serve in such institutions of 
mercy, and in every parish which may desire their service. , 

III. Acts of the committee. 

The Committee organized by electing Rev. O. S. Oglesby, Pres- 
ident, Rev. W. J. Schoman, Treasurer, and Rev. R. A. Salzwedel, Sec- 
retary. After the removal of Brother Salzwedel from this territory, 
Rev. W. E. Schramm was appointed in his stead. c 

Believing the publication and distribution of tracts to be an im- 
portant feature of Inner Mission work, the first efforts of the Com- 
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mittee were directed along this line. Two tracts were published under 
the titles, Is the Bible the Word of God?” and “I Shall not Die, but 
Live,” ten thousand copies of each. These tracts were sent gratis to such 
congregations as would undertake their distribution and they are about 
all distribvied. 

The Committee has encouraged the holding of divine services in 
shops, eleemosynary and penal institutions, especially in the vicinity of 
Pittsburgh. 

It is our conviction that much good might be accomplished through 
the establishment, in our large cities, of hospices for young men and 
for women. Here in the city of Pittsburgh we feel keenly the need 
of a Lutheran Hospice for women. The Committee has in mind a prop- 
erty which can be secured under conditions regarded by us as favorable, 
and we recommend that a hospice for women be opened in this city.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Dear brethren and fellow workers in the Lord: 


In accordance with the instructions of the Joint Synod at Richmond 
the board enlarged itself by the election of Mr. William Altman and 
Teacher M. D. Paysen. When the latter was called to the Hebron 
Academy and moved thither, Teacher Geo. L. Conrad was chosen in 
his place. 

The board has put forth earnest efforts to comply with the resolu- 
tion of synod to the effect: “That this board shall secure the neces- 
sary information and present for the consideration of our Districts 
definite propositions as to how and where we can establish a foreign 
mission of our own.” 

As a result of our investigations and deliberations we herewith lay 
before Joint Synod the propositions of the board with reference to the 
assumption of a foreign mission of our own, as, according to synodical 


resolution, they have been presented to the Districts. The report is 


before you in form of a circular. The following are the vital points: 
1. With reference to Peru and other states in South America, the 


in tion that we have as yet been able to gather is not sufficient to 

us to recommend to synod a definite field in that country. Before 
that could be done the territory would have to be carefully investigated 

by a representative of synod. 

2. Following the line of former negotiations with the Hermannsburg 

Mission Board regarding the transfer of a part of their field in India, 
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another effort was made to reach an agreement that would be satisfactory 
to both parties, so that definite propositions on the subject might be 
presented to synod. 

The endeavor has proved successful. In the firm and joyful con- 
viction that the Lord in His gracious providence is herein, and in view 
of our fraternal relations to Hermannsburg for many years, plainly di- 
recting us to India, whither we should hasten to the assistance of our 
Lutheran brethren, and where we would have the great advantage of 
their fraternal fellowship and long experience, we therefore offer the 
motion that Joint Synod thankfully accept the proffered stations in India 
and proceed at once to take the necessary steps, so that we may enter upon 
the work as soon as possible. 

The proposition which we made to the Hermannsburg Board is, in 
brief, the following: 

We request the Board of the Hermannsburg Mission to transfer 
to the Joint Synod of Ohio two or three stations, together with their 
present equipment and missionaries, in a portion of their field in India 
which would afford room for expansion, with the understanding that 
our synod shall pay to the Hermannsburg Mission the value of the 
property transferred, and that the missionaries and missionary helpers 
of the Ohio Synod shall be placed under the corresponding rules obtaining 
in the Hermannsburg Mission after such rules have been examined and 
approved by the representatives of synod. 

In reply, the board offers to our synod the two stations Kodur and 
Puttur, of their Telugu Mission. The following extract from the minutes 
of a meeting of the Mission Council in India, held on February 22, 1911, 
is quoted with approval: 

“The Mission Council is of the opinion that the two stations, Kodur 
and Puttur, situated on the line of the Madras-Bombay Railway, can be 
transferred to the Ohio Synod. Both of them admit of further extension 
of the work, since main stations can be established at the out-station 
Renigunta (a railway junction) and at Chitvel, sixteen miles from Kodur. 
Moreover, as soon as means and forces permit, the work in Madras can 
be carried on more effectively. This part of the mission field affords 
opportunity also for an extension of the very important medical mission 
work, forasmuch as a beginning has already been made in Kodur with the 
leper asylum. — Respecting the value of these stations together with their 
out-stations, we are of the opinion that, at a fair estimate, Kodur would 
be worth $4,080, and ground and irrigation plant $1,330; and Puttur, 
$4,000. The estimate for Kodur covers the value of the ground, but not 


of the buildings. As soon, however, as the Ohio Synod decides definitely, 


an accurate appraisement must be made by an arbitration board consist- 
ing of two members appointed by the synod and two by us.” 

Director Haccius adds: “It will now depend on the readiness of the 
Joint Synod to assume these stations. There will be no difficulty in com- 
ing to an understanding with reference to the conditions.” 

Events that have occurred during the past year necessitate a slight 
change in two points: 
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With reference to the work in Madras Missionary Hartwig Harms, 
chairman of the Mission Council in India, writes: “I would request you 
to omit Madras. Hitherto Madras has been so-called neutral territory 
for all missions. It is the point of departure for all the missions in 
South India. The Protestant missions have, indeed; an understanding 
with reference to boundaries, but according to this Madras is expressly 
excepted as neutral territory. * * I would therefore request you to 
drop Madras from the propositions, as it might lead to misunderstanding 
later on.” 

As regards the valuation of the property, about $1,000 would have 
to be added to the preliminary estimate on account of the erection of a 
- chapel at Renigunta and other improvements. “At all events,” writes 
Missionary Harms, “you will not have to pay more, all told, than about 
$11,000.” 

3. After prolonged correspondence with the view of reaching a 
full understanding and agreement, articles of agreement proposed by 
Director Haccius having been carefully examined' by the board in con- 
junction with the President of Joint Synod and the members of the Co- 
lumbus theological faculty, the following counter-propositions were of- 
fered on our part: 


Articles of Agreement 


Between the Ev. Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States and the 
Ev. Lutheran Mission Board at Hermannsburg. 


A. Conditions concerning the acquisition of the mission territory 
mentioned in No. 1. 

No. 1. The Ev. Lutheran Mission Board of Hermannsburg transfers 
to the Ev. Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States the two sta- 
tions of their India Telugu Mission, Kodur, together with Chitvel, and 
Puttur, together with Renigunta, hitherto an out-station of Tirupati, as 
independent mission territory and field under the following conditions 
stated in paragraphs two and three: 


No. 2. The Ohio Synod agrees to pay to the Hermannsburg Mission 
Board, according to the appraisement of an impartial committee, the 
estimated value of the property which the Hermannsburg Mission trans- 
fers to the Ohio Synod, in consideration whereof the two stations afore- 
mentioned together with all their appurtenances shall become, per deed in 
fee simple and absolute, the property of the Ohio Synod. 

No. 3. In case the Ohio Synod shall for any reason withdraw from 
this field, the Mission Board at Hermannsburg shall have the first privilege 
of assuming the field and purchasing the — in accordance with the 
conditions and stipulations aforesaid. 


B. Agreement concerning the administration * the Telugu Mission. 
No. I. The Hermannsburg Mission and the Ohio Synod agree to 
carry on and conduct their mission work in every respect and in all 


faithfulness in accordance with the Confessions of the Ev. Lutheran 
Church. 
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No. 2. With a view to the harmonious prosecution of the work 
among the Telugus the two parties shall use the same Bible version, 
liturgy, hymnals and school books, as also the same constitution, so far as 
it pertains to doctrine and practice. 


No. 3. Until the Ohio Synod is prepared to assume the entire and 


complete direction of its mission, the missionaries and workers who are 


now on the field and who enter the service of the synod temporarily shall 
labor under the direction of the present Council of the Hermannsburg 
Mission in accordance with the mission constitution mentioned in para- 


graph five. The right of appeal, however, shall not be denied to such 


workers employed by the synod, and in case of appeal the final decision, 
after due consultation with the director of the Hermannsburg Mission, 
shall rest with the synodical board. 


No. 4. Conformably to the agreement to be made between the Ohio 
Synod and the Hermannsburg Board with regard to the scale of salaries, 
pensions, and the like, the Ohio Synod shall, from the day of the execu- 
tion of this agreement, assume the full support of the stations received, 
of the missionaries and all helpers and women workers, together with the 


expenses of furloughs and the premiums of pensions, as long as the synod | 


retains such workers in its service, and so far as their financial claims 
have been approved by the board of synod. 


No. 5. For the administration and conduct of its mission work the 
Ohio Synod shall adopt a mission constitution of its own, which in all 
essential matters shall be in harmony with the rules and regulations that 
obtain in the Hermannsburg Mission. 


In reply to these propositions Director Haccius, in a letter dated 
pril 17, 1912, wrote as follows: 


“Your counter-propositions of January 30th * * * were con- 
sidered at a session of our Mission Board yesterday and unanimously 
approved. 

“We, too, believe that the proposed and desired agreement rests es- 
sentially on our common faith in the Lord and on love to Him, to our 
jear Lutheran Church and to His and its mission among the heathen, on 
brotherly love and mutual confidence, and that this is worth more than 
many paragraphs. We therefore request that you present to the Joint 
Synod the articles under A and B proposed by you and approved by us, 
and we commend this work of unity to the faithful Lord and Holy Spirit. 


“We would, however, repeat our desire that a copy of the annual 
reports be sent to us, as the two stations to be transferred have become 
dear to our mission congregation. And of course we in turn shall send 


you our annual report. We will also send you a copy of our revised 


mission constitution as soon as it has been completed and approved.” 


For fourteen years Joint Synod has been considering the matter of 
assuming a foreign mission of our own. May the Lord of the harvest 
grant that, after such mature deliberation and discussion, this important 
question may finally be decided, and that it may be done in unity of 
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spirit, according to the Lord's holy and gracious will, and to the glory of 
His blessed name.

REPORT OF TREASURER OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The undersigned begs leave to present to the Honorable Synod a 
report of his receipts and disbursements for Foreign Missions. 


The work of Foreign Missions has made due progress since the 
meeting of Synod in Richmond. We can truly say that the cause of 
missions is becoming more and more of interest to the congregations. 
The Mission Conferences have in reality furnished a powerful impulse 
and healthy enthusiasm for this worthy cause, and mission festivals have 
become a standing feature in congregational activity. 


Although the work of Foreign Missions does not occupy the most 
prominent position among us on account of the circumstances which 
have confronted us, it nevertheless has grown in importance from year 
to year. 

We rejoice also to note progress in this respect, namely that indi- 
vidual congregations and individual members of our congregations are 
supporting orphans, bible women, teachers and native pastors. This 
activity serves as a connecting link between our congregations and the 
heathen world: Congregations which have orphan children in their care, 
are pleased to receive a picture or letter from the orphan who enjoys 
their support. 

I have also received contributions for lepers and for the leper 
asylum, likewise also a first contribution for Medical Missions. I can- 
not report the receipt of any large legacies during the past two years. 
Two small legacies have been received, but these disclose a particularly 
warm interest in Foreign Missions. 


We are still supporting in a private way a native pastor, a few 
teachers, one bible woman, and some students in India. The number of 
boarding and orphan children has grown considerably; to those men- 
tioned in the last report several new ones have been added. Sunday 
Schools and Parochial Schools, as also Ladies’ Aid and Young Ladies’ 
Societies are active in this direction. Professor Vogel of our Teachers’ 
Seminary is regularly gathering gifts from his scholars for Foreign 
Missions; and our charges in our Orphans’ Home in Richmond, who 


certainly are not to be numbered among the rich of this world, have 


also sent their mite for Foreign Missions. The cry of distress from 
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the famine stricken population first of India and then also of China, 
has been heard, and has found a ready response in our congregations. 
If we should come into possession of a Foreign Mission of our 
own—and may God grant this—we may confidently expect that the Lord 
of the Church will also richly bless us in this branch of His work. 
To His grace we commend the great work also for the future.

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 


Dear Brernren:— Your Board on publication matters herewith 
submits its fourteenth biennial report. 

I. Organisation and Officers—The Board as elected at the con- 
vention of synod in 1910 met September 28, 1910, and organized by elect- 
ing Prof. E. Pfeiffer as chairman, Rev. J, Sheatsley as secretary, Dr. 
F. W. Stellhorn, Prof. E. Pfeiffer and Rev. C. C. Hein as executive 
committee. March 13, 1911, Rev. Dannecker resigned as a member of 
the Board, stating that the work in his congregation and the difficulty 
of getting to Columbus prevented him from serving any longer. Sep- 
tember 19, 1911, Teacher Riedel likewise tendered his resignation be- 
cause he resigned his position as a parochial school teacher and could 
no longer represent the teachers of Synod. Both resignations were 
accepted and the Board appointed Rev. J. W. Kuntz of Bellevue, Ohio, 
and Teacher Fred C. Mayer, of Dayton, Ohio, to serve until the next 
meeting of Joint Synod. April 16, 1912, Rev. J. Sheatsley, after serving 
the Board for 20 years, tendered his resignation as its secretary on 
account of ill health, The Board accepted it and appointed Rev. C. C. 


2. Zeitblaetter-Magazine.—In accordance with Synod’s resolution 
1910, p. 128, a. b.) the Theologische Zeitblaetter” and the “Theological 


x. to fill the unexpired term. 


Magazine” are being published as a bi-lingual magazine, since January, : 


1911. Dr. Theo. Mees having declined the assistant editorship to which 
he had been elected by Joint Synod, the Board appointed Prof. E. 
Pfeiffer to that position. He accepted the appointmeat with the proviso 
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that it should not be longer than for one year. At the expiration of 
that term the Board appointed Rev. C. B. Gohdes of Anna, Ohio, who 
is serving at the present time. 

3. Book of Concord—lIn accordance with Synod’s instructions 
(1910 p. 131, 4) the Board took the necessary steps to publish a popular 
English edition of the Book of Concord. By the time the translators 
and the editorial committee had been appointed it was learned that the 
General Council was engaged in publishing a similar edition at an un- 
usual low price. The Board, therefore, considered it unwise to continue 
its efforts and resolved to drop the work. 

4. Canada Branch.—As authorized by Synod (1910, p. 130, 14) the 
Board established a branch book store in Winnipeg, Can., in September, 
1911. The branch is under the management of the Lutheran Book 
Concern, and the Manager is responsible for its affairs. 

5. Building—Synod having granted permission (1910, p. 130, 18) 
the Board added a 4th and 5th story to the new building on Main St., 
at a cost of $20,000 which was paid out of the net profits of the Concern. 

6. Examination of Books—In December, 1911, the Board employed 
an expert accountant to examine the books of the Concern. After a 
most careful examination covering every department of the business, 
the accountant reported that he found the Concern in a most excellent 
condition. A few suggestions as to changes in the method of bookkeep- 
ing were adopted by the Board and ordered to be made beginning with 
the new fiscal year, i. e. June 1. The report of the accountant (56 type- 
written pages) is herewith submitted for inspection of Synod. 

7. Tracts, Rules—On recommendation of a committee appointed 
by the Board to devise a plan for the publication and distribution of 
Tracts the Board adopted the following rules and regulations, to-wit: 


I. ADMINISTRATION, 


1. The Board shall appoint a Literature Committee which shall 
have charge of the work under the direction of the Board. 


2. The Committee shall be composed of five members, not neces- 
sarily members of the Board. 

8. The Committee shall be organized by the appointment (by the 
Board) of a chairman, a secretary, and a treasurer, the Manager of the 
Book Concern to be the treasurer. Of the other members of the Com- 
mittee, two shall be appointed for two years and two for three years. 


4. The Committee shall „ 
regular meeting of the Board. 


PUBLICATION. 
A. Leaflets and Pamphiets. 
1. They are to be published under three groups or series: Min- 
isterial Education Series, Missionary Series, Christian Life Series. 
2. Size—All to be uniformly 6x3}, tanging from 2 to 12 pages. 
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Price ro Members or SyNnop.

B. Books. 


A timely series of books'in English which can be used as “A Mis- 
sionary Library” adapted to the needs of pastors and teachers, young 
people and children, etc., shall in the course of time be published. Sys- 
tematic study of our needs will suggest other books and booklets from 
time to time. 


111. DISTRIBUTION. 


1. The distribution shall be supervised and executed by the Liter- 
ature Committee, the office and depository to be at the Lutheran Book 
Concern. 

* Provision shall fo credte ud 
fund. 

3. Sample copies of all leaflets and pamphlets shall be sent to all 
pastors and parochial school teachers. 

4. The work shall be pushed by systematic * correspond 
ence and appeal. To make this effective a liberal policy with reference 
to expenses for postage and clerical work must be adopted. 

5. The Committee shall urge and keep agitating the plan of dis- 
tributing literature through appointed and drilled committees in the 
congregations. 

6. Ample provision shall be made for the agitation of this plan 
of making timely use of the press at the meetings of conferences and 
synods. 

Addenda: Some Explanations. 


1. The Literature Committee has no authority to publish any piece 
of literature that has not in its main features been submitted to the 
Board and received the Board’s approval. 

2. The manuscripts shall be subject to the rule made by Joint 
Synod, to-wit: That manuscripts are to be submitted to the Columbus 
Theological Faculty. 

8. The selection of authors, the editing of manuscripts, as also the 
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supervision of the printing and distribution, shall be in the hands of the 
Literature Committee. 


4. This plan and any of its features are subject to change by the 
Board at any time. 

5. The Literature Committee shall endeavor to secure the co-opera- 
tion of the Inner Mission Committee, of the different boards of synod, 
of conferences and districts and of individual pastors, teachers and lay- 
men, in the prosecution of its work. 

8. Literature Committee —The following brethren were appointed 
to serve on the Literature Committee: 

Chairman Prof. E. Pfeiffer, for 3 years. 

Secretary Rev. W. N. Harley, for 2 years. 

Treasurer Rev. A. H. Dornbirer. 

Rev. C. C. Hein, for 3 years. 

Mr. Wm. Altman, for 2 years. 

Rev. W. N. Harley having resigned as Secretary, the Board post- 
poned filling the vacancy until after the meeting of Joint Synod. See 
item 14 of this report. 

9. Appropriation for Tracts—In order to make it possible to sell 
the tracts to the members of our synod at the prices quoted above— 
i. e. actually below cost—and to insure the widest possible circulation, 
we petition Joint Synod to set aside for this purpose the sum of $500.00 
per annum from the profits of the Book Concern.

12. Homiletical Department. — Whereas several conferences re- 
quested the Board to introduce a Homiletical Department in the Zeit- 
blaetter-Magazine,” the Board on account of the limited space of said 
periodical, resolved to submit the question whether or not this request 
should be granted to Joint Synod. 

13. Young People’s Weekly—As for several years there has been 
a persistent demand for a weekly Sunday-school or Young People’s 
Paper, the Board, after careful investigation, proposes to Joint Synod 
the publication of a Young People’s weekly of 12 pages, containing 
the following departments, to-wit: Editorial Department 1 page, Junior 
Department 4 pages, Missionary Department 3 pages, Young People’s 
or Luther League Department 4 pages, this weekly to take the place of 
the Child’s Paper and Little Missionary. 

The first issue in each month is to be sent to those desiring a 
monthly paper, the first and third issues to those desiring a semi-monthly 
paper, each issue to be complete in itself. The price will be as follows: 

Weekly edition, single copies 60c; 12 or more 50c. 

Semi-weekly edition, single copies 50c; 12 or more c. 

Monthly edition, single copies 30c; 12 or more 2lc. 

14. A Suggestion—In case Joint Synod resolves the publication 
of a Young People’s Weekly, the Board suggests the appointment of an 
editor-in-chief who might also serve as General Institution Treasurer, 
Secretary of the Literature Committee and proof reader of all the Eng- 
lish publications of Synod, and do other work in the interests of tie 
Concern assigned to him by the Board. 


15. German Hymnbook.—The committee on the revision of the 
German Hymnbook reports that by following Synod’s instruction to 
return to the original text of the respective hymns, the revision in many 
instances would be so radical as to prevent our congregations from 
using both editions, i. e. the old and the revised, at the same time. 
Therefore the Board again submits the question of revision to Joint 
Synod. 

16. New Building—lInasmuch as two of our present tenants desire 
to obtain more space in the buildings of the Book Concern and the 
prospects are that they will rent from us for a term of ten years, if 
we will furnish the necessary space, we ask Joint Synod to permit the 
Board to add a fourth story to the factory building in the rear, and 
connect the old and the new building from the second to the fifth floor. 


According to the bid accepted by the Board, with the proviso that Synod _ 


grant this permission, the cost of proposed changes will amount to 


$12,772.00. 


17. German Professorship Fund.—Inasmuch as the 8 Pro- 
fessorship Fund has reached the sum of $10,076.20, the Board herewith 
petitions Joint Synod to resolve that $10,000.00 be turned over to the 
Institution, and that hereafter whenever an additional $5,000.00 has 
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accumulated, it be turned over until the amount ef $80,000.00 has been 
reached.

Herewith is submitted the biennial statement of the General Insti- 
tution Treasurer for the term ending June 30, 1912. 


The receipts of this Treasury have increased over the previous term, 
but owing to the demands made by the Institutions, the expenses are 
somewhat higher than the income. This was partly due to increases in 
salaries and additional running expenses of the older institutions and 
the event of the new school at Hebron. Our people have done nobly in 
the past two years.

Through the Finance Committee appointed by Synod at its last 
session in Richmond, Ind., this Treasury has received the sum of $21,- 
750.00 for liquidation of debt. $20,000.00 of this amount has been paid 
over to the Treasurer of the Seminary Board at Columbus to cancel 
part of the Baughman Fund which the General Treasury has borrowed. 
This leaves the debt at the present time $35,113.28. This does not in- 
clude the money borrowed without interest by Treasurer Schramm. On 
this $800.00 have been paid. 

We believe that by continuing the committee for another two years, 
the debt can be almost, if not entirely, wiped out.

States met in its forty-first Convention, the ninth as a delegate 
body, at Dayton, Ohio, in the St. Paul's Ev. Luth. Church (Rev. 
M. C. Hecht, pastor), from the 22nd to the 28th of August, 
1912. Pastor Hecht’s congregation was ably assisted in the 
entertainment of Synod by the congregations of Pastors Baum, 
Poppen and Tressel.

; A. President’s Report. 
, (Off. Reports pp. 3 to 8.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 

1. We hail with joy every movement toward a union in 
doctrine and praxis upon the basis of the Word of God and 
the Confessions of the Lutheran Church; we, on our part, will 
heartily lend continued support to such movements. 

2. We heartily concur with the Hon, President: 

a. That true unity consists in agreement in the pure doc- 
trine and a corresponding praxis; 

b. That a federation of ecclesiastical bodies can take place 
on the basis of such unity only, and must have as its aim the 
promotion of the interests of the Kingdom of God; 

c. That the mutual recognition of each other by separate 
bodies should extend so far, and so far only, as the common 
agreement in doctrine and praxis extends. 

3. With the Hon. President we also condemn the sepa- 
ratistic spirit which demands for true unity more than a union 
in doctrine and praxis, and, on the other hand, the unionistic 
spirit which surrenders much in doctrine and praxis to satisfy 


its craving for external union. 


4. We recommend (a) that intersynodical conferences 
within smaller circles be encouraged, as these may be of great 
benefit, if conducted in a proper and judicious manner; (b) 
that item “c” on page 6 be adopted as presented. 

5. With reference to item A, p. 7, respecting our relation 
to the Iowa Synod, we suggest that all documentary evidence of 
the wrong treatment of us by synods of the General Council be 
collected as soon as possible, and be transmitted to the Hon. 
Iowa Synod by a committee of three, of which the General Presi- 
dent shall be the chairman; that we await the results of Iowa’s 
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negotiations with the General Council, and that until then our 
relation to Iowa shall remain unchanged. 

6. With reference to the Toledo Theses, ydur committee 
does not deem it necessary for the Joint Synod formally to 
adopt them, inasmuch as the Joint Synod at its meeting in Rich- 
mond, Ind., rendered a decision relative to Iowa's doctrinal posi- 
tion; especially since the Districts, with one or two exceptions, 
have decided in favor of said theses.

Vill. OUR EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS IN GENERAL. 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 
1. We agree with the Kansas and Nebraska District (p. 


10, C, 1) and the English District (p. 100, III, 2) that the aim 


of Joint Synod should be eventually to have but one centrally 
located seminary, and that a theoretical, with the addition of 
an eclectic course; and that for the present the discussion of the 
matter on the floor of Joint Synod should be dropped. 

2. With reference to the request of the Capital University 
Board (p. 12, item a) we recommend that Synod change the 
mode of election for all offices to be filled by synodical boards 
as follows: (a) The respective board is to issue a call for 
nominations from the congregations and pastors of our Synod; 
(b) every nomination must be supported by at least two pas- 
tors or congregations; (c) these nominations must be sent in 
within a period of four weeks from the date of the publication 
of the call for nominations; (d) the list of nominees shall then 
be published twice in our Church papers, and thereupon the elec- 
tion shall be held by the board. 


3. We recommend that the suggestion of the Minnesota 


District (see p. 101, C, c) be now discussed. 
4. (a) We are thankful to the all- merciful God who 
has signally blessed all our institutions of learning. (b) We 
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appreciate the faithful work done by the professors, and beseech 
the Lord and Savior of the Church to grant them health and 
strength to continue in their difficult and at the same time 
glorious calling. (c) We approve all enactments of the various 
boards of control as mentioned in their reports. 


5. With reference to the petition of the Columbus Seminary = 


Board, page 10, III, we move (a) that the term of office of all 
newly elected members of the boards of our various institutions 
shall begin with the first regular board meeting after the Con- 
vention of Synod; (b) that all newly elected members of the 
various boards be forthwith officially notified of their election 
by the secretaries of Joint Synod. 

6. We recommend that the request of the Western Dis- 
trict, to the effect that only one board meeting be held annually, 
page 99, 2, be not granted. 

7. Finally, we recommend that the librarians of all our 
institutions be allowed to solicit contributions for the support 
of their libraries from the young people’s societies within their 
respective bounds.

D. Missions. 
J. HOME MISSIONS. 
(See pp. 28-32.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 


1. We would express our gratification in view of the 
extension of our home mission field, the increase of interest on 
the part of pastors and people, and the results attained in the 
work in general. 


2. We regret that the students from our seminaries had 
so often to be drafted for service in the home mission field, but 
consider that this was necessary, and will have to be done in 
the future to supply urgent needs. At the same time we urge 
all our pastors and congregations earnestly to pray and labor, 
that the great need of ministers in our Synod may be overcome, 
by sending more students to our schools, 
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3. Regarding the question (p. 30) submitted by the Home 

Mission Board, we are of opinion that pastors who are in finan- 
cial distress, except such as are serving in the mission field, 
should ask for aid of their respective districts, and that the 
Mission Board should not be burdened in such cases. 
4. The question (p..30) regarding the cooperation of the 
Mission Board with the Board of Aids in certain cases, we 
would answer in the affirmative and approve of this coopera- 
tion. 
5. Respecting the official name of the Home Mission 
Board, (p. 31) we recommend the adoption of the second name 
proposed. 

6. We recommend that the executive officer (p. 31), or 
another member of the Mission Board, be required to visit the 
various districts as often as possible, especially when requested 
to do so by the district presidents. 

7. Negotiations with the German Home Mission Board of 
the General Council (p. 31). We approve the action of our 
Board in this matter, and hope that the General Council Board 
will yet accept the last proposition-of our Board, which was 
essentially their own proposition. 

8. With reference to the recommendation of the Texas 
District (p. 104, 4) we move that the Executive Officer of the 
Mission Board be hereafter called by the Mission Board itself, 
as othér officers are called by the respective boards. 

9. In reply to the request of the Washington District (p. 
103) we move that the rule referred to continue in force. 

10. With regard to the suggestion of the Canada District 
(p. 104) we consider it unwise to fix a minimum salary for 
missionaries, because the circumstances in various cases are 
very different. 

11. We recommend that the question on page 32: “May 
the Church Building Board borrow money?” be answered in the 
negative. 

12. We move that all congregational property on which 
the Church Building Board holds a mortgage must be insured; 
and the insurance policy must meet with the approval of the 
Board and contain the mortgage clause. 

13. With reference to the request of the Mission Board 
that Synod sanction the reduction of the assets of the Church 
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Building Fund in the sum of $217.00, in view of two losses, we 
move that this request be granted. 


Items 1-6 were adopted, item 6 after a thorough discussion. 


Item 7 was adopted. In this connection it was resolved _ 


that the secretaries shall inform the Mission Board of the Gen- 
eral Council with reference to the action of our Synod in the 
matter referred to. 

Item 8 was adopted. In connection therewith it was 
resolved that Joint Synod recognize the call of the Executive 
Officer by the Mission Board as legitimate and valid. 

Item g was adopted, after the matter had been discussed 
from all sides and the statement had been made that the rule 
is not ironclad, but admits of exceptions, if such should become 
absolutely necessary.

* ACTION OF SYNOD. 

. dtem.1 was taken up for consideration and gave rise to an 
animated discussion. The discussion showed that the brethren 


do not all see eye to eye as to what had best be done. All 


recognized the fact that it is our duty to do foreign mission 
work, so that the Gospel may be brought and taught to the 
heathen. This noble work should be done with ever-increasing 
zeal. But as to the question, How should we carry on the 
work? a decided difference of opinion manifested itself. On 
the one hand some thought we should do as heretofore and sup- 
port an already established mission society to the best of our 
ability. We might entrust the training of our missionaries to 
such_a society until we are more favorably situated to carry on 
a foreign mission of our own. Others urged that the time has 
already come for us to adopt the motion of our Committee on 
Foreign Missions, so that our people may be filled with more 
zeal in the great cause involved. These brethren expressed the 
fear that further delay in the establishment of a foreign mission 
of our own might have the effect of quenching the spirit awak- 


ened among us and thus of defeating or crippling our efforts to 


do our acknowledged duty. 

Pending the discussion an effort was made to mediate be- 
tween the divergent opinions by means of a series of resolu- 
tions which were laid before Synod without being adopted. ~~ 
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Finally the motion was made and carried to adopt the motion 
offered in the Official Reports by the Committee on Foreign 
Missions. Said motion reads as follows: That Joint Synod 
thank fully accept the proffered stations in India and proceed 
at once to take the necessary steps, so that we may enter upon 
the work as soon as possible. After all had been given ample 
opportunity to express themselves on the questions involved in 
the motion, it was adopted by a rising vote, 47 voting for it 
and 26 against it. The vote was then made all but unanimous. 

At the request of Synod the chairman appointed a commit- 
tee consisting of Revs. E. A. Boehme and E. C. Billing and 
Mr. Ph. Hertnstein, to propose candidates for our Foreign Mis- 
sion Board. This committee in due time handed in together 
with its list of candidates the following resolutions which were 
also adopted by Synod: 

Your committee moves a. That the Foreign Mission Board 
shall consist of five members, three pastors and two laymen, each 
to serve six years, to be elected thus: one pastor and one layman 
at two consecutive meetings, one pastor at the third meeting of 
Joint Synod. 

b. That this Board shall make its own rules and report 
the same at the next meeting of Joint Synod for approval.

8. With regard to the revision of the German Hymn book 
we recommend that it be limited to punctuation, orthography 
and foreign expressions.

9. We suggest that Joint Synod authorize the Board to add 
a fourth story to the factory building in the rear, and connect 
the old and the new building from the second to the fourth 
floor. (46, 16.) 

10. The German Professorship Fund having reached the 
sum of $10,076.20, we recommend that $10,000 be turned over 
to the Institution whenever the Board is in a position to do so, 
and the balance in installments of $5,000 each. (46, 17.) 

11. We recommend that if it should become necessary the 
request of the Publication Board to enter into the printing busi- 
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ness so far as our own publications are concerned be granted.

That all our church periodicals, at the proper time, give 
special attention to this festival. 


u. COMMUNICATIONS FROM DISTRICTS, CONFERENCES, ETC., 
NOT ELSEWHERE ACTED UPON. 


J. In compliance with a request of the Canada District 
(see p. 21), we recommend that the Joint Synod be incorporated 
in the Provinces of Canada, and that the General President be 
instructed and authorized to attend to this matter as soon as 
possible. 

2. The Western District suggests that only one profes- 
sor from each theological seminary be required to attend the 
conventions of the Joint Synod. (Page 99). We recommend 
that the suggestion be not complied with. 

3. We concur with the feeling of the Kansas-Nebraska 


District, item B, p. 102, with reference to anti-Christian utter- 


ances in State school books, and recommend that Joint Synod 
appoint a committee to take steps to investigate various school 
books within the territory of the different districts, and that the 
results of such investigation be brought to the notice of Synod. 

4. With reference to the recommendation of the Minnesota 
District, p. 102, III, we recommend that item “a” be adopted, 
and that item “b” be not entertained, because no reason has been 
assigned for the removal. 


ACTION OF SYNOD. 

Item 1 was adopted; also item 2. The request of the dis- 
trict would involve a change of the constitution and would have 
to be made in a different form. The district is left free to lay 
its request in another form before the next convention of Synod. 


At this pomt the General President ruled that the theological 


professors are required to be present at all the meetings of the 


Preliminary Committee. 

Item 3 was adopted. In connection therewith it was resolved 
that the expenses of the central committee to be appointed shall 
be paid by the Synodical Treasurer, and that the committee shall

ill, REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EQUALIZATION OF 
TRAVELING EXPENSES. 


1. There were present 100 delegates. 

2. The total expense foots up $2,248.64. 

3. The average per delegate is $22.50. 

4. The committee has a balance of 96 cents. 

This report was adopted. In answer to a question of this 
committee the Synod had decided that the absent delegates should 
not be counted in the calculation of expenses.

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OTHER BUSINESS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


- While Synod was in session the Board of Capital University 
held a meeting for the purpose of calling a President and House- 
father for said institution. According to a resolution of Synod 


three-fourths of the members of a board are necessary to effect 


an election, and hence 12 votes would be required to call a pro- 
fessor for Capital University. 

1. The Board reported that at several of its meetings not 
even 12 members had been present and that for this reason no 
election could take place. It therefore requested that for the 
nonce Synod waive its rule, since there were ten members pres- 
ent who no doubt will all be in favor of one and the same candi- 
date. Synod resolved to grant this request on the condition that 
the tan for the same 
candidate. 

2. With reference to our congregation at Hickory, N. C., 
the following resolution was adopted, with the amendment that 
the amount of the money to be loaned to said congregation shall 
be left to the decision of the Mission Board: 

WueErEAS,*The disposition of our Hickory Seminary will 
deprive the Seminary congregation of its church home, and 

Wuereas, The members of this congregation have been 
loyal to our Joint Synod, and many have sacrificed for the main- 
tenance of our work in that field, and 

Wuenreas, This loyal band of 80 communicants is sorely dis- 
couraged and thinks of disbanding, 

Resolved, That we, the Joint Synod of Ohio, here assembled, 
do offer to said brethren such material assistance as can be ren- 
dered through the Building Fund of our Synod,—to-wit, that we 
instruct the Mission Board to make to said struggling congre- 


gation, as soon as possible, a loan of not less than $3,000, to 


assist them in the erection of a church building, and that the 


English Secretary of Joint Synod transmit this resolution to our 


Hickory brethren at his earliest convenience. 
3. The Ev. Luth. Cross congregation at Cincinnati, O., 


sent a letter of greetings, which was received with thanks by the 
assembled Synod, 
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4. Resolved, That all Boards and standing committees be 
again reminded of the resolution of Joint Synod that all docu- 
ments must be sent in to the President in good time, so that the 


printed reports may be sent to the delegates 8 days before the 


convening of Synod. 
5. As reporter for the English daily papers of Dayton Rev. 


to report for the German paper. 


6. Resolved, That the secretaries decide as to how many 
copies of our minutes shall be printed in German and English 
respectively. 

7. Resolved, That we extend a heartfelt vote of thanks 
to the Revs. M. C. Hecht, M. L. Baum, Eugene Poppen and 
Oscar Tressel for the courtesy and kindness shown our delegates, 
advisory members and guests during this convention of Synod, 
and to the young people of St. Paul’s congregation for the excel- 
lent entertainment given to the members of Synod on Monday 
evening, and that the pastors loci announce this resolution to 
their respective congregations. 

8. A vote of thanks was also extended to the teachers, 
organists and choirs for the services they rendered at this con- 
vention of Synod. In this vote the Dayton dailies, German and 
English, were included on account of the space they devoted in 
their columns to the reports of our proceedings. 

9. Thanks are also due the National Cash Register Com- 
pany for the invitation extended to the members of Synod to 
visit its magnificently equipped factory. 

10. Finally it was resolved that the secretaries shall each 
receive $35.00 in recognition of their services. 

After Synod had thus transacted the business before it and 
the minutes of the final session had been read and adopted, it 
adjourned at 4:30 with divine services conducted according to 
the beautiful order of our German liturgy.
